Our exclusive despatches from Eng- 
land have conveyed to our readers the 
news of a terrible explosion which oc- 
curred on Monday last in the Dinas 
Colliery, Rhondda A r aley, Wales. It 
appears that at the time of the accident 
there were some CO men at work in the 
mine and that the explosion was very 
violent in character. A dispatch dated 
the 14th inst. states that the bottom of 
the shaft was then temporarily im- 
passable, but a telegram sent from the 
scene of tho disaster yesterday morn 
ing says eighty yards of the roof of tho 
mine havo fallen in since tho accident 
and stopped all ventilation. It is im- 
possible for explorers to enter tho 
mines and no hope of rescuing tho 
entombed men can be entertained. 
What a dreadful occurrence! Let the 
reader picture to himself tho indiscrib- 
able sufferings those sixty men aro now 
undergoing and will subsequently havo 
to pass through. The agonizing anxiety, 
the torturing suspense, the untiring 
watching for a ray of light and tho in- 
defatigable listening for a voico from 
tho outer world, are beyond tho power 
of pen to portray. Hoping against 
hope, these sons of toil, who go down 
into the bowels of tho earth and en- 
counter hideous dangers unknown to 
thoso who win their bread by tilling 
tho soil — hoping against hope, tlicy will 
live on until Death passes his icy 
hand over them and leaves them 
in their common grave. But 
terrible as must be tho sufferings of 
these sixty entombed miners, what aro 
the agonies of their wives and children. 
The men do not know that there is no 
hope for their rescue; but tho women 
do. They know that although their 
husbands or sons aro living, tho next 
time thejr gaze upon thorn tho breath 
of life will have departed from them. 
The familiar voices of the bread-winners 
will never bo heard again, and desola- 
tion will reign in many homes 
where happiness and contentment 
were formerly supremo. Tho pic- 
ture is one of horrible darkness, 
and tho longer one lingers over it tho 
more its shades seem to intensify. Let 
the curtain drop and let ua bo thank- 
ful that tho coal miners of this island 
have never passed through such an 
ordeal. 

CI VIC REFORM EA ST. 

Wo read that civic reform 
has been agitating tho minds of 
the people of St. John, N. 
B. They demanded that a change 
should bo made in the mode of electing 
the Council whereby tho members 
would all be elected by tho vote of tho 
whole body of voters. In _ Boston, 
whero the civic legislature is composed 
of two branches, the upper branch is 
elected on this plan, while the lower 
branch is elected by wards. In New 
York a modification of tht Boston plan 
is in operation. The Council is elected 
by wards, but the Board of Aldermen 
is chosen partly from the senatorial 
districts and partly at large, that is to 
say, six members are chosen by a gen- 
eral vote of all the qualified voters. In 
New York, in 1873,' minority repre- 
sentation was introduced, provision be- 
ing made that two out of the six alder- 
men elected at large, and one out of 
each lot of three chosen from each elec- 
toral district, should bo elected by the 
minority. These changes in the mode 
of electing civic representatives have 
proved useless in American cities, for 
the reason that ward politicians and 
men of that stamp only present them- 
selves for election. 



FISH CULTURE. 



While Canada has devoted consid- 
erable sums annually to pisciculture, 
the United States havo not been lag- 
ging in their efforts to replenish the 
lakes and rivers with the more valu- 
able kinds of fish. The fish hatchers 
are now in full operation. From ten to 
fifteen million whitefish will be dumped 
into Detroit river next spring from the 
American side, while the Dominion 
establishment will contribute about 
twenty millions. Two million trout 
will also be placed in the lakes from 
the American side. Wisconsin will 
turn adrift four million lake trout and 
ten million white Jish. At Madison 
half a million brook trout eggs have 
been taken, and from that hatchery 
150,000 California salmon will be sex 
afloat on the inland lakes and rivers of 
Wisconsin. At the State hatchery in 
Iowa, 100,000 California trout have 
been placed in the rivers. The differ- 
ent States are devoting much attention 
to fish breeding, and with the assis- 
tance of the Canadian establishments 
the supply in the lakes will doubtless 
continue to be abundant. 



CO-OPERATIVE STORES, 



Experiments in the co-operative store 
system have signally failed in Canada 
and the United States. There are 
many indications that the system 
which was initiated in Eng- 
land and assumed largo pro- 
portions there, will soon bo abandoned 
by many of its old champions. The 
principle of the system was that the 
tariff of prices should only cover the 
cost, the benefit obtained falling to the 
purchasers. Prices gradually advanced, 
until the question what to do with the 
surplus demanded an answer. Of late 
it has been appropriated by the share- 
holders, and thus, instead of being 
lenders of money to the store, they 
have really become its proprietors. 
Many other points of departure aro 
dwelt upon by English journals, which 
are devoting considerable attention to 
the subject.

English Hail. 



London has a colony of Mormons. 
But they do not prosper. Such men as 
the Mormon elders lay hold of, find, it 
is said, hard work in London to bo the 
husband of one wife and the father of 
one family, tosaynothingof anymore. A 
deputation from Salt Lake City is now- 
being held in London, and a conference 
was held to secure converts who would 
emigrate to tho United States. 

A new species of scandal has turned 
up in England. A lady of rank in 
London undertook to pay a tradesman's 
bill by presenting his wifo at court, an 
honor of which she was most ambitious. 
At the last moment tho Chamberlain 
found out who she was, and refused to 
rc"-ei v e her. Tho lady says sho performed 
la. (....c of tho condition. Tho trades- 
man has sued for his bill. 

Tho Princoof Wales will create quite 
a sensation in Bard-land on taking 
possession of his Breconshire sporting 
estate. To have a real Princo of Wales 
in Wales itself will bo quito an origi- 
nal experience, and the royal Welsh- 
men are already on tho war-path. The 
Freemasons in tho eastern division of 
South Wales, under their popular P. 
G. M. Sir George Elliot, have concert- 
ed measures for the proper reception of 
their Royal Brother and Master. If 
the Prince is as good a brother of the 
angle as ho is of tho squaro ho will 
have raro sport, seeing that all round 
Brecon aro concentrated the finest 
trout and salmon streams in England 
or Wales. 

Although it was mainly, if not whol- 
ly attributed to the interposition of 
Lord Dufferin that Colonel Littleton 
was placed on tho Marquis of Lome's 
staff, I much question whether the gal- 
lant guardsman will remain any length 
or. time in Canada — of course I mean 
in an official capacity. Whether he is 
desirous of more active service as there 
is every probability of war, or from 
whatever causo it may arise, I have 
e^ery reason to believe that another 
Military Secretary to your Governor- 
General will shortly '..e appointed. Sin- 
gularly onough tho Military Secretary 
to Lord Lytton, Lieut.-Coloncl the Hon. 
J.P.H. Villiers, who belongs to the 
same regiment as Liout.-Colonel Little- 
ton, has heen compelled to resign his 
appointment to the Governor-General 
of India and the circumstances under 
which ho has resigned preclude all 
possibility of his returning to the Vice- 
Royal Court of India. 

The daughter of tho well-known han- 
ker who lately married Lord Rosebery 
much against her family's and people's 
wish, is no longer accounted or recog- 
nized as one of the chosen race. She 
sent her annual subscription, amount- 
ing to $100, to tho Rulers of the Syn- 
agogue, when they returned it with an 
intimation that it could not be received 
from one who had "left the faith." 
■ An indication of the depressed state 
of trade in Scotland may bo found in 
tho fact, mentioned in the Registrar- 
General's return for last month, that 
zho proportion of marriages registered 
in the principal towns during Novem- 
ber was lower than for any correspond- 
ing period since 1862. 

The Reformed Episcopalians of Eng- 
land havo consecrated a third bishop. 
The names of the threo are Gregg, Sug- 
den and Toke.

London, Jan, 12. — Tlio library of 
tho Birmingham and Midland Institute 
at Birmingham, containing 80,000 vol- 
umes, was burned on Saturday.

Paris, Jan. 13.— Ben Ismail, Prime 
Minister of Tunis, repaired on Monday 
in full uniform, accompanied with 
a numerous suite to the French con- 
sulate, and on behalf of the Hey, tend- 
ered a full apology to the Consul of 
France. Ben Ismail was surrounded 
by all his staff and officers of the 
French fleet stationed off Tunis. 

The Italian bark, Luigi Olivari, from 
Philadelphia for Siloth.has been wreck- 
ed near Whitehaven. Eight of her 
crow were cast upon the beach. Nothing 
is known as to the fate of the rest. 

The Hague, Jan. 13. — Prince 
Henry of the Netherlands, brother of 
King William, died to-day. 

London, Jan. 13. — A dispatch says 
Gen Stuart's force has marched through 
Candahar. Major Cavagnari has re- 
ceived friendly letters from most of the I 
Cabul and Ghilzar chiefs. An impos- 
ing council was held at Jellalabad on | 
the 1st of January by General Sir 1 
Samuel Browne. Most of the local 
Khans and influential men of the i 
neighborhood attended. Major Cavag- ' 
nari explained the Viceroy of India's 
proclamation and commented on the 
fact and events as manifesting the 1 
strength of the British Government 
and the failure of the Ameer's resis- i 
tance and reported the assurance that 1 
we have no quarrel with tho people of 1 
Afghanistan. The principal Khan 1 
expressed his contentment with 
the change of authority and freely 
offered his services. The health of the 
troops is good and they aro settling 
down comfortably in their different 
camps. With wet weather, however, ' 
there will certainly come more sick- 
ness, but not. sufficient to make a ser- 
ious inroad on the strength of the 
forces. The most unhealthy positions 
are probably AH Musjid and Dakkn, 
Gen. Stewart's troops marched through j 
Candahar and are encamped in the 
Ghuznee road Supplies are being 
plentifully offered by the people, who 
show a friendly spirit along the whole 
of Con. Stewart's line of march. In 
fact, the population have been quiet 
and there has been no molestation of j 
baggage or attempts to interfere with 
the progress of the column.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Jan. 14. — The giant 
powder works of Bandmann, Nielsen 
Si Co., situated about half a mile south 
of the keeper's lodge at Golden Gate 
Park, blew up with a terrific explosion 
at half-past two this afternoon. The 
mills are located in the heart of the 
sand hills, and there were half-a-dozen 
buildings surrounding the works, prin- 
cipally occupied by employes of the 
works and their families. As yet no 
particulars have been received, except 
that four white men were killed and a 
number of Chinamen, but how many 
is not known. The explosion occurred 
in the nitro-glycerine house and the 
works are completely demolished. The 
superintendent's houso in which ho liv- 
ed with his family was wrecked; but 
none of the inmates were hurt. The 
names of tho men killed are not yet 
ascertained. The explosion is the third 
which has taken place since the works 
were started.

The Tunnel Under The English 
Channel. — The reason why tho Chan- 
nel Tunnel Company recently ceased 
their operations in St. Margaret's Bay 
is stated to be that, when the reports 
as to the soundings between Sangatte 
and St. Margaret's Bay wero handed in 
by the surveyors, it was found that to 
cut a tunnel between these points would 
entail an enormous amount of work in 
sinking. The site in question, has, 
therefore, been finally abandoned. The 
scheme now before the company pro- 
vides for the sinking of a now shaft 
at or close to Dover. Tho site on tho 
French side at Sangatte, near Boulogno, 
is still looked upon as the best that 
could hp. chosen for the commencement 
of the tunnel. The shaft sunk there is 
already 70 meters in depth, with a dia- 
meter of 2 meters, and the engineers 
consider that when they have got 10 
meters further down the horizontal 
cutting may be commenced. Tho en- 
gineers of both countries agree that 
tho French opening of the tunnel is 
tho most difficult part of the undertak- 
ing, as a clayey soil has to bo dealt 
with instead of chalk, and the incur- 
sion of water causes much trouble.
